Recently » two  unidentified  flying  objects  have 
to  my  attention  particularly  because  this  area  of  the 
country  is  near  where  the  rash  of  UFO's  vrere  recently 
reported  in  nev7spaj>ers  across  the  country. 

The  first  sighting  v/as  on  the  night  of  September  l6(or 
possibly  the  15,  but  one  of  those  two  days)  at  7; 00  or 
8:00  in  the  evening(again.  somewhere  within  those  limits). 
Standing  in  our  side  yard,  looking  up  I say  vrhat  at  first 
I thought  v/as  a star.  Then  I noticed  it  ^.'^as  moving  toward 
the  northeast.  I v/atched  it  a short  time,  befb're  calling 
my  husband  to  observe  v/ith  me.  As  we  watched,  it  continued 
about  35  toward  the  horizon  where  I observed  a red  narrow 
object  near  it  on  a course  vrhose  apex  collided  with  the 
v/hite  object.  The  red  object  had  an  aura  of  red  about  it, 
v/hich  folloirad  with  it  as  it  coursed  tovrard  the  northwest 
horizon  where  it  finally  vras  submarged  in  the  haze  of  the 
sky.  Several  times  tiie  red  object  reappeared  in  the  haze 
before  it  finally  disappeared  altogether.  Tlie  white  object 
also  disappeared  at  ‘tlie  northe^^t  horizon^ 


The  second  incident  was  la^  Monday,  October  4,  1965* 
That  evening  at  7OO1  W husband  and  I again  saw  the  vrfiite 
object  coursing  northeast.  In  both  occurences,  the  objects 
traveled  in  a straight  line  (part  of  a great  circle  around 
the  earth). 


To  sum  up  some  obvious  conclusions  and  state  some 
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The  objects  were  too  high  to  be  planes^  their  lights 
were  steady  without  blinking, 

Ihe  red  object  was  traveling  away  froia  the  white  object  and 
thus  looked  as  if  it  came  from  it. 

Could  this  red  object  be  a reentering  capsule  of 
information  from  one  of  oiir  satilites?  That  there  were 
two  sightings  of  the  same  course  seems  to  clearly 
justify  that  it  is  a satilite,  Tniscwilfemy  husband's 

con jecturev 


VTa  would  be  very  interested  to  know  if  there  is  an  official 
record  of  the  satilite  and  the  "reentering  capsule".  Or  is 
there  another  more  plausible  explanation?  Thank  you. 
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
